Reference B) describes an electromechanical apparatus for producing an 
axial force for the actuation of a clamping device, such as a chuck that rotates with 
the arbor of a machining tool. The apparatus includes an electric motor that has a 
stator and a rotor, with the relative movement between the rotor and stator being 
transferable, via a gear system and a shaft drive as an axial movement, to a tie 
rod which is hollow. The rotor is connected with a gear wheel which meshes at 
least one pinion that is secured to a shaft mounted in a housing in such a way that 
it cannot shift axially. Disposed on the shaft is a nut that in turn is connected to the 
tie rod, which is axially movably mounted in the housing. 

Reference C) describes a drive having a housing, a machining spindle 
rotatable in the housing about an axis and adapted to carry a machine tool, and a 
motor in the housing having a stator fixed in the housing and surrounding the 
spindle and a rotor which is rotatable about the axis relative to the housing and to 
the spindle and surrounds the spindle. A gear transmission in the housing has an 
input connectable to the rotor and an output connectable to the spindle for rotating 
the spindle about the axis. The transmission is displaceable between a low-speed 
position with a sun gear meshing with planet gears and a planet carrier coupled to 
the spindle for rotating the spindle at a rate slower than that of the rotor and a 
high-speed position with the sun gear out of mesh with the planet gears and 
directly coupled to the spindle for rotating the spindle jointly with the rotor. 
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The above-identified application discloses and claims an invention 
patentable over this prior art.
